Some Amoaing War 
Anecdotes. 

The Medical Undergraduate ^ciety 
was given a treat làst night, In the 
shape of a talk by tleut; I. C. loanl- 
du on Rumania, and a few war anec- 
dotes by the Rev. George Adam. 

After the minutes of the previous 
meeUng had been read by the sec- 
retary, the chairman of the Medical 
Dinner Committee reported that the 
dinner would be held on February 2nd 
After this the meeting chose a Meil 
cheer leader. Mr. Bell was elected 
cheer-leaden >and the president of each 
year was chosen leader of the class. 
The meeting then moved- lhat Cant. 
Simpson be asked to put In one body 
all the medical students in the C O, 
T. C. After thlif,. while awaiting the 
arrival of the speaker of the evening, 
the meeting sang songs played by 
the offlclii! pianist of the Medical 
Undergraduate Society. Mr. McSween. 
The executive of the Society Is to be 
congratulated „n the fact that they 
have printed pamphlets containing col- 
lege and popular songs. 

On the arrival of the «peakcr, Lieut. 
I. C. loanldu, tho chairman first In- 
troduced Rev. George Adam, who 
then introduced tho speaker of the 
evening, who Is the special represon- 
tatlve ill Ameflca of Her Majesty 
tho Queen of Rtimanla, and entrusted 
by her with the furtherance . of Ru- 
manian Interests In this country >and 
In the United States. 

Lieut, loanldu Is a guest In Mont- 
real of the Rev. Geoge Adam, of Em- 
manuel Congregational dhurch of this 
city. Small in stature, and present- 
ing an extremely kindly appearance lii 
his sky-blue uniform, Lieut. loanldu 
pictured vividly, in his liquid English 
—acquired, incidentally, in four, months 
—the position of hl.s country and her 
needs at the present time. 

Himself a diplomat, and at one 
time private secretary to the King of 
Rumania, the speaker told of the po- 
litical situation 'of Rumania before 
and during the present war. On 
nearly all sides she is surrpunded by 
enemies, and on only one side by ap- 
parent friends, the Russians. The 
Russians are supposed to be friendly 
to the Rumanians, but in reality are 
indifferent to her needs. 

Rumania, .he went on to «ay, is the 
political centre of the Balkans. Ger- 
many has always been Interested In 
Bucharest, bern'ise of the fact that 
this country lay on the Berlin to 
Baghdad rond; and Rug.sia has also 
plotted in Rumania, since to obtnln 
her desire, Constantinople, Russia has 
to pass through Rumania. Thus, as 
Lloyd George has snld, Bucharest is 
the .key to Constantlnonle.

'... During the last three years we have been hearing constantly 
. 6f |he'!high cost of living, of the change in money yalues, and of the 
disturéil financial situation. Indeed, we have almost grown ac- 
cu8)!bmed to a n^w order in oar economic world. M least, we are 
fio^g our utmost to meet the changed obnditions imposed upon us 
by^i|ie: circumstances of the war. For some, readjustment,' in the 
ordinary material sense, has not been easy; for many it has been ex- 
ceedingly difficult, and under the strain of changed values In the 
economic realm some have,; become altogether discouraged, and not 
a <feyf are weighed down with a consciousness of faililre. 
• ;Bat, apart from the alteration in value of things tangible, there 
ig 'j^other, and perhaps « more significant change. There i« a new 
' human valuation. It may sound paradoxical to maintain this at such 
a time as the prisent — a time when men wage war on one another, 
a^.when the taking df life séènis to be-tlie^shief end In view on both 
j^p^fi^i». Nevertheless, there has been an absolute upheaval in this re- 
' speSit. We do not believe that the new value is of a higher order. , In 
facti "^o fii'e confident that it is not.' It is iaigiihst this cbbcepiioh 
' tU^i we are fighting. Still a man who m time of peace was valued 
. l^càuse of social or educational gifts, may suddenly find himself be- 
' ' ing [tested on..,an entirely, new basis. He must, now "measure up*' 
aascordinj; to if'. military 'standard or be left' out' of the count alto, 
gletber. Over and over again.it has been seen that men whose places 
ij^in^ife were deemed secure and necessary have suddenly found them- 
^■elyes without a calling and unneedful to the community of whîéh 
tifisy had recently formed a vitfll unit. " Tfie' war Vad,' ih a* "few 
. hjD'ui^, changed their whole prospect and outlook, ^hereas ttiey .had' 
: . .n|eBTOred;hijçhr^^ ihc atandards of pea<^, .wl^en it' camé to war they 

'Were found wanting. . 
- . . K '^As students wc may pride ourselves that with the adaptability 
of youth, and broad education, we have met the. needs pf ths tiiue 
ill i^aL. manner which has brought- honour tb .our University- and^satis- 
. fsl^tioii to ourHclyes; Tliat men who Were not used to "rougbing 
and who were often charged with being "only" academic, should 
bear up so 'well under the hardships of actual service at the front, 
lùis beèn .8 surprise to many who were not familiar with the real 
character of college students*. But thosé who knew have only 
tOjSee their opinions justified, ; . a ' 

: ' Ât present' there is a good deal of comment on the po8sible...p.osi-, 
tion of college men after the war. It has been alleged that the " vet- 
rans" •vvill become our leaders, and foremost pien. They will, if 
^y can adapt themselves to the period- of reconstruction to which 
\Vc are all looking forward. At the 'same time, the college trained 
iiiau who has been obliged to remain at home is not going to be ' dis- 
c^iedited for this reason.. If he has the ability his opportunity will 
bj;.- jUst as great as it ever was. The open door ten years hence •will 
l|c."for tlie.man avIio can meet the particular demand of that time. Wc 
ai'c:optimi8tic regarding our future. We must not be discouraged 
simply because son^c one has said that, we are incapable of service 
a$:;^it present required., We aQB fully- aware that many men who 
Wght serve are not willing to do so, but amopg students, at least, 
,th«re is a conscious effort to prepare for the future. Just as the 
value of a man "has been based on different conditions since the war 
began, in like manner will the basis again change with the ceasing 
of ijbstilities. If we cannot serve now,- if our efficiency as men ac- 
cordng to the military standard is below par, it is all the more our 
duty to fit ourselves for the share we can bear in the coming year|^

There wu only one dissentient to tM 
proposal to Increase the price ot thé 
newspapers, and that came, from the 
representative of the Oazzatlno ' of 
"Venice. It waa agreed to'- ask \. the 
Minister for Industry, Signor da Niava, 
tk) Issue an order fixing the daily price 
of the< newspapers at 10 centealmi.

MOUNT ROYAL. 

Milliona of years ago In reality, but 
only yeaterday In the geologlst'a time. 
Mount Royal waa an -active volcano. 
Thla was before the time of the great 
Ice-shell which covered Canada and 
part of the United States.

'Canada had passed, Mount Royal' waa 
seven hundred feet lower than It Is 
to-day, and only , lt», top appeared 
above the' wait^''^^ Island.

Previous to her entrance into this 
war Rumania's sympathies were di- 
vided between the Allles'and the Teu- 
tons, since the King of 'Rumania is 
German, while Queen Marie Js a rela- 
tive of tho late Queen Victoria. Kin- 
ally, Rumania sided with the Allies, 
and her sympathies are now strongly 
with them. 

At the Ijeginning of the war. the 
armament of Rumania, which had been 
furnished by Germany, were much in- 
ferior to the armaments which Ger- 
man soldiers uded In their Invasion 
of Rumania; but since then, England 
and PYanco had sent equipment of the 
latest pattern into Rumania, and her 
aoldlers are fighting day and night. 

But Lieut. loanidu Is in Canada to 
seek help for his countrymen tn re- 
spect to food, clothes, and especially 
medicinal supplies. Rumania had only 
two medical Universities previous to 
llie war; but these being In Buchar- 
est, Rumania Is now without a medl-
